When pillow or bobbin lace was 
developed and gimp or guipure was 
used, because of its stiffneas it could 
be applied only to large open lace. 
Hence the name of guipure passed 
@lso to certain pillow laces, and was 
japplied to all lace in which the 
grounds were very large and of irre. 
gular openings. This is the modern 
Use of the name guipure.

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Liquor Law Amendments. 


On the negative side, Premier 
Greenfield announces that the 
Government does not propose to 
hold @ referendum to find out 
whether the majority of the voters 
want the Government to estab- 
lish dispensaries for the sale of 
liquor for beverage purposes. That 
will be disappointing to a very ac- 
tive section of the public, but gen- 
erally it will be accepted as in 
accord with the proprieties. There 
is a law on the statute book which 
provides the means by which any 
public question may be brought 
before the final court of appeal. 
In providing that means for get- 
ting an expression of popular 
opinion at the polls, the Legisla- 
ture of a by-gone day, rightly or 
wrongly, abrogated its functions 
as the ‘mterpreter of public 
opinion on the liquor question. 
Subsequent Legislatures have not 
assumed the responsibility of re- 
pealing the legislation in question 
and taking to themselves the pow- 
er to say what the public think on 
the subject of how to prevent in 
temperance. Those who wanted 
prohibitory law were put to the 
trouble and expense of circulat- 
jng the necessary petitions and 
thus automatically bringing on a 
vote. A decision having been 
reached by that method, there is 
no reason why the Government 
should interfere to facilitate mat- 
ters for those who think the law 
should be made something else. 
another plebiscite is to be held it 
should be brought on in the pres- 
cribed way. The voters have 
given their verdict and they are 
entitled to expect that it will not 
be tampered with. 

In the positive direction the 
Government has.as yet given no 
indication of contemplated altera- 
tions in the liquor enforcement 
law. That there will be changes 
is quite possible. They will be 
justified, if necessary to the end, 
on the ground that the Govern- 


‘ment exists to carry out the ex- 
_ pressed will of the people. They 


may be less radical than some of 
That the liquor law 
is being violated nobody doubts. 


‘That it was always violated every 
informed person 


knows. That, 
with all the violations, conditions 
now are infinitely preferable to 
those in the days of the open bar 
is conceded by everyone. They 
are better than those which pre- 


vail in British Columbia under the 
" dispensary system, and in Quebec 
“under a somewhat similar system, 
"3s declared to be so by some who 


should know. That conditions are 
better in either of those provinces 
has not been seriously alleged. 
‘Whatever is to be said as to the 
prevalence of drinking in defiance 
of law among those who have ac- 
quired the taste, the fact is un- 
deniable that the boys are grow- 
ing up in Alberta with a fair 
chance to be sober. That they 
never had under the open bar con- 
ditions, and can have in only a 
limited degree under any system 
of beverage sale. That a law is 
violated is always regrettable, is 
always more or less common, and 
is not usually urged as a reason 
for its repeal. But the fact that 
the liquor law is violated by peo- 
ple who acquired the thirst unde:

other conditions is of small ini-| 


portance in comparison to the 
fact that people who do not want 
their boys to drink now have the 
opportunity to bring them up free 
of the habit, and are doing so. If 
it could be so arranged that li- 
quor from Government dispensar- 
jes would go only into mouths 
which already have the longing 
for it comparatively few people 
would object to dispensaries, But

In that as in other lines of busi- 
iness the rule holds that when 
prices are down it is not worth 
while to produce a low grade ar- 
ticle. In the war days it was noted 
and complained about everywhere 
that as the prices of things went 
up the quality went down. The 
reverse process is now in opera- 
tion, 

Back to Principles.

party, or of any two individuals. 
{But why the need of caucusing 
since the Legislature decided that 
ithe Government does not need to 
care whether its measures are de- 
feated on the floor of the House or 
not? The party caucus is really 
necessary only under @ system of 
|representative government. 


Not Getting Out. 

Premier Lloyd George announces 
that the British protectorate over 
Egypt has been ended and that

That is a long way 
from saying that Great Britain is

(d) sundry items 657,000; (e) pro- 
ceeds from the reparations recovery 
kee 36.136,000. 

Total 1,184,172,000. 

2—Deliveries in kind in which the 
value in gold marks are estimated: 
j(a@) supplies to the allied and asso- 
ciated powers, 2,760,250,000; (b) sales 
to Luxembourg, to the textile alliance, 
jete., 39,092,000; total 2,799,342,000; 
bringing the total liquid receipts to 
}3,983,.614,000 gold marks. 


Estimated value of cessions of state 
properties in the territories ceded by

marks, 

The commission's report eays this 
money will be available for three pur- 
poses:

From Athabasca Landing one hun- 
dred miles north Athabasca River of- 
fers no difficulties to river naviga- 
tion, The rapids are navigable, be- 
ing swift but not turbulent or choppy. 
At Rapides du Joli Fou-—treely, 
rapids of the cheerful idiot—an ormor 
@kin to that of petroleum pervades 
the northwest wind. It is from a nat- 
ural gas apring. About twenty-five 
miles beyond are Grand Rapids, and 
from Grand Rapids for the next one 
hundred miles the banks of the river 
are composed of tar sand, 

Fort MeMurray is a scant two hun- 
dred miles from Athabasca Landing. 
From this point to the head of Grand 
Rapids there are miles and miles of 
tar eand, in places more than one 
hundred feet deep. If the tar sands, 
Prove suitable for paving a ralilw 
from Fort McMurray to Athabasca 
Landing is likely to be ‘built, 

The origin of the tar sands is some- 
what doubtful According to one 
theory, petroleum from natural spout- 
ing wells flowed over and covered the

}surface, When the volatile elements 
jof the natural oll disappeared the 
tar was the residuum, The sands 


were carried and mixed with the tar, 
possibly by the winds. Whatever 
their ortgin there is apparently a sun- 
ply of road making material ample 
for the whole world if it can resist 


the grinding of the rubber tire and 
if the cost of transportation {s low!
